20 In a public cafe in Chonan, a North Korean senior colonel handing an order 
to a junior colonel was heard to remark in Korean, “This is an order from 
General KANG Kon now in Chonan." 


3. A-nom-Agiabic wearing: fatigues with epaulets containing two stars was seen 
leaving the former county office in Chonan. Accompanying him was a North 
i Korean two-star general. 
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
